It has affected to render itself independent of 
and superior to the civil power. It has cembined with foreign 
despots to subject us to its inglorious and unhallowed juris- 
diction. This institution, then, is contrary to the wishes of 
the people, and detrimental to heir liberties : for quartering 
upon hired bravadecs, and hireling, prostituted presses, 
for protecting them from all blame for the injuries and 
Oppressions which they commit on the inhabitants of these 
States: for destroying our trade: for imposing burdens on us 
without our consent: for depriving us of the means of acqui- 
ring a livelihood : for palming on us the arrogant, vindictive, 
and changing factions, as, ‘‘ Republicans,” ‘“ Nationals,” 
&c.: for endeavoring to alter fundamentally the form of our 
government: for declaring themselves able to break up all 
our commerce and manufactures: for waging a civil war of 
extermination against our Constitution: for plundering us of 
our bread, destroying the “ Rights of Man,” and devouring 
the substance ofthe laboring classes.

GOOD NEWS FROM THE INTERIOR. 

A slip from the Albany Argus gives returns from the locat 
elections in various parts of the interior. These are a record 
of further successes and triumphs on the part of our friends. 
In Tompkins County, the entire republican ticket is elected 
in Ithaca, Lansing, Newfield, Caroline, and Hector. In Dry.- 
den and Enfield, only part of the republican ticket prevailed. 
Only two towns, Ulysses and Danby, have elected, as usual, 
the entire opposition ticket. One town to be heard from. 

In Cayuga County, Aurelius, Fleming, Owasco, Sennet, and 
Scipio, have elected the republican ticket. Auburn, as usua!, 
has given a majority the other way. 

In Yates County, Milo, Jerusalem, and Potter, have given 
majorities forthe republican ticket. In Benton, the anti- 
masonic ticket has succeeded by a small majority. 

In Monroe County, we have a gain since 1832 of 185 votes 
in the towns of Rochester, Yates, Brighton, and Pittsford.

FRANCE. 


The following is a part of the intelligence brought by the 
Pacific, from Liverpool : 

The public mind in the French capital was still feverish, but 
nothing very serious had yet occurred. On the 27th of Febru- 
ary, the Prefect of Police issued the following proclamation :— 

‘“‘ Inhabitants of Paris.—For several days past the incorrigi- 
ble enemies of the public repose and of the laws have again 
endeavored to create disturbance in the heart of the capital. 
Tuwmultuous crowds, composed of the most contemptible of 
the populace, have interrupted the tranquillity of several quar- 
ters by seditious clamors and acis of violence. These dis- | 
graceful attacks against our laws and institutions, if not re- 
pressed by all the severity of the laws, will put an end to the 
peaceful developement of industry and commerce, and reduce > 
to misery a nuiierous class worthy in every respect the pro- | 
tection ofthe authorities. Already the Administration, watch- 
ing over the repose of the citizens, has caused to be arrested, 
and delivered into the hands of justice, some of the promoters 
of these disorders. Not ofe of these agitators would have es- | 
caped had not a multitude of inoffensive persons, attracted by 
mere curiosity, come to increase the crowd. Heuce it has | 
constantly happened that the culprits, by mingling with the | 
crowd, which thus unknowingly protected them, have commit- | 
ted fresh offences, and ultimately effected their escape.” 

* Inhabitants of Paris,—L conjure you, in behalt of the re. | 
pose of yeur families and the interests of the public, that you 
will keep yourselves from every point where these crowds are 
assembled. Left to themselves, the enemies of order will not | 
be able toescape from the chastisement which is reserved for 
them. Donotsuffer a handful of idle men to renew these de- 
plorable sc nes which the capital had too frequently to lament 
during the first two years which followed cur glorious revo- 

lution, that the repose of families may be insured, and that | 
all good citizens and honest workmen may, without uneasi- 
ness as to the cveats of the morrow, pursue their daily avoca-
